I have written long since in 
this column that my information 
is that Stalin’s health really is 
bad, 

That fact partly explains one 
aspect of Russian foreign policy 
in the past few years, for there 
are at least two schools of 
thought in the higher circles of 
the Communist Party in Moscow. 

One faction, headed by the late 
Andrie A, Zhdanov, was for a 
ruthless and uncompromising 
attitude towards the West, and 
for exacting total subservience 
from smaller countries such as 
Yugoslavia Another faction 
favors at least a long term of 
live and-let-live with the demo- 
cracies of the West 

In my opinion, Molotov is not 
finally in either camp. 

As J] reported from San Fran- 
cisco and later from New York, 
I felt in my very bones that he 
was like a man holding two 
weights—one in each hand—try- 
ing to decide between them 

Thus, if one faction wins out, 
there is much greater hope of a 
long period of relaxed tension, 
so far as Moscow policies are 
able to bring this to pass. 

If the other faction wins out, 
the very reverse could be true. 

In my opinion, the leaders of 
the Western democracies would 
make the most catastrophic mis- 
take if they spurned any out- 
stretched hand that 1s forth- 
coming from Russia 

They have nothing to lose and 
everything to gain from trying 

to make peace

It was back about 1930 that I 
stood in the private office of 
Prime Minister Lord Carigavon 
of Northern Lreland (Ulster) and 
heard him issue this defiance to 
the “Irish Free State” (now Eire): 

“Union with Southern Ireland? 
Never! Never! Never! And when I 
am gone, there will be other lead 
ers of the same mind to carry 
on.” 

That comes echoeing down to 
me today. For Northern Ireland 
is holding a general election in 
which the greatest issue is the 
question of whether she should 
unite with Eire or remain a part 
of the United Kingdom. 

Lord Craigavon is dead, but he 
predicted truly when he said 
other leaders would carry on the 
policy of separation. It would be 
an astonishing thing if Ulster 
voted at long last to join fortunes 
with her sister state to the south. 
This is particularly true in view 

“ires recent action in sever- 
ing the last tie which bound her 
to the British Commonwealth. 

Eire, of course, long has been 
eager for a merger, As a matter 
of fact, former Prime Minister 
Kamon de Valera of Eire recent- 
ly toured England in support of 
a united Ireland. Moreover, the 
Jeaders of all political parties in 
Eire sponsored the raising of 
money to assist Northern Irish 
camdidates favoring union, Natur- 
ally that hasn't improved the 
temper of Northern Ireland folks 
who oppose union, 

The fight between Northern 
and Southern Ireland runs back 
for generations. Its basis is 
mainly religious, racial and eco- 
nomic 

A majority of the populace of 
Northern Ireland jg Protestant 
and most of the folks of Eire are 
Roman Catholics 

Ulster long has been one of the 
richest paris of the Emerald Isie 
because of its success in agricul 
ture, linen manufacture and ship 
building. Many Ulster folk fee! 
that union with the south would 


mean they would have to carry 
excessive taxation, since numer- 
ous parts of Eire are mot as pros- 
perous 

Then, of course, the six counties 
of Ulster were settled largely by 
Scots and English. Folks of Eire 
who trace their lineage back to 
the days of the Irish kings don't 
look upon these later arrivals as 
“belonging” to the Jand of the 
shamrock 

Prime Minister Sir Basil Brooke 
of Northern Ireland recently 
summed the position up from his 
viewpoint as his state approach- 
ed this historic election. He said 
she was in danger because of 
Eire’s decision to cut its last con- 
stitutional ties with Britain. He 
added: 

“We now have on our southern 
border a foreign nation. It has 
always been their policy by one 
means or another to dominate our 
territory and to force us out of 
the United Kingdom. 

“Today we fight to defend our 
very existence and the heritage 
of our Ulster children,”
